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State Opens vaccinations 
to everyone 65 and older

California officials acted 
Wednesday to move everyone 
over age 65 into the state’s CO- 
VID-19 vaccine line, positioning 
them right after health care 


workers and skilled nursing 
home residents, a change made 
in response to the disease’s 
higher death rate for older peo- 
ple. 

The new guidelines come just 
one month into the state’s 
massive but struggling effort to 
inoculate up to 40 million 
Californians and is intended to 


help simplify the state’s vaccine 
guidance that has caused confu- 
sion for those administering the 
shots. Gov. Gavin Newsom said 
the new standards mean roughly 
6.6 million Californians are now 
eligible for the vaccine. 

“There is no higher priority 
than efficiently and equitably 
distributing these vaccines as 


quickly as possible to those who 
face the gravest consequences,” 
Newsom said. “Individuals 65 
and older are now the next 
group eligible to start receiving 
vaccines. To those not yet eligi- 
ble for vaccines, your turn is 
coming. We are doing every- 
thing we can to bring more 
vaccine into the state.” 

The state announcement 
comes a day after federal health 
officials changed their 
suggested guidelines to states to 
simplify vaccinations in hopes of 
speeding up what has been a 
slow initial launch. 

The governor’s announce- 
ment immediately prompted 


protests from some county 
health officials who say the 
proposal to speed up vaccina- 
tions for people 65 and older 
does not solve the primary 
problem local officials say they 
face — a lack of vaccine doses. 
They also complained that their 
staffs are already overworked. 
“Vaccinating individuals 
against COVID-19 is our highest 
priority, but we have to balance 
it with our other priorities in- 
cluding testing, case investiga- 
tion and contact tracing,” said 
Kat DeBurgh, executive director

California’s 
reps help shape 
vote to impeach

The House of Representatives 
on Wednesday impeached Pres- 
ident Donald Trump for an 
unprecedented second time, as 
Democrats and a handful of 
Republicans formally voted to 
charge the 45th president with 
“incitement of insurrection.” 

“We know the president of 
the United States incited this 
insurrection, this armed rebel- 
lion against our common coun- 
try,” House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi, D-San Francisco, told the 
House as she opened the im- 
peachment debate Wednesday. 
“He must go. He is a clear and 
present danger to the nation 
that we all love.” 

She recalled “that day of fire 
we all experienced,” and ar- 
gued, “The president must be 
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
